Scott County Approved 


An ordinance concerning the r e ­ 
gulation, sale, and distribution of 
intoxicating liquor and providing 
license fees was passed by coun­ 
cilmen Tuesday night. 
I 
The new ordinance, w'hich nul­ 
lifies the present one 
regulating 
liquor, was first 
introduced 
in 
July. 
W holesale dealers m ust pay $50 
a year for handling intoxicating 


i liquor containing not more than 5 
i percent alcohol; $60 for liquor not 
exceeding 22 per cent; and $100 
for handling liquor of all kinds. 
Groceries and other businesses 
that sell 5 per cent liquor in the 
original package direct to consum- 
j er and not for resale or consump- 
j tion on the premises m ust pay li- 
! censes of $15 a year. Twenty dol­ 
lars will be charged annually to 
persons selling 5 per cent liquor 
j by the drink. These licenses will 
; be issued only if applicants do not 
have perm its to sell intoxicating 
liquor, other than malt, n the or­ 
ig in al package. 
For retailing liquor in the orig­ 
inal package residents will 
pay 


$100 a year. Holders of such li­ 
censes m ust operate either a drug 
store, a tobacco store, a general 
merchandise business or a con­ 
fectionery and m ust each have a 
stock of goods showing a valu^ 
according to invoices, of at least 
$1000, exclusive of fixtures and 
intoxicating liquors. 
Violators of these and of addi­ 
tional provisions of the new ordi­ 
nance may be fined a maximum of 
$500 and sentenced to ninety days 
in jail. 
At the meeting Tuesday night, 
councilmen accepted a court or­ 
der sent by J. Sherwood 
Smith, 
clerk of the county court, grant­ 
ing a back tax compromise on a 
lot in the M cCoy-Tanner second 
addition here.

concrete storage reservoir at the 
municipal light and w ater plant 
and $5320 for laying w ater m ains 
here. 
Other 
projects 
approved 
for 
Scott county are in Chaffee which 
was granted $7400 for 
cleaning 
6381 yards of ditches and for cutt­ 
ing a new ditch in the town; Min­ 
er Switch, $464 for painting and 
repairing the community building; 
and Oran, $6000 for cleaning off 
sluff and widening ditches within 
the town. 
Only one other project was ap­ 
proved for WPA work in the nin:h 
area: School and athletic ground 
improvements at Malden, which 
was granted $4400. Dunklin coun­ 
ty will contribute $224. 
The reservoir project which will 
be undertaken here is one propos­ 
ed last December for completion 
under the FERA. It w ill be con­ 
structed in front of the Plant on 
East Center street. 


According to specifications m ade 
last winter, the reservoir will be 
12 feet deep, 112 feet long, and 45 
feet wide. Workmen will excavate 
only 10 feet, since the tank wiil 
protrude 2 feet above the ground. 
The tank will have a 400,000 ca­ 
pacity and will be fitted with a 
reinforced concrete top and 
12- 
inch walls. 
Use of the tank will serve three 
purposes: It will make the plant 
engines carry a more uniform load; 
it will save fuel; and it will pro­ 
vide better fire protection. When 
it is built, water will be pumped 
into the reservoir from the city 
well between 12 midnight and 7 j 
o’clock in the morning when the^ 
power load is com paratively light.

Now water must be pumped all 
day from the well, then into the 
filter and immediately to the tow ­ 
er. Approval of the project will 
permit engineers to pump w ater 
to the tower only in the daytime.

In fact, the projects approved ex­ 
ceed by about $7,000,000 the total 
of $56,000,000 directly assigned to 
WPA work in the State. M urray 
said the excess would be cut down 
however, by rejections of projects 
by the Works Progress Adm inis­ 
tration in Washington. 
A total of $95,000,000 was allot­ 
ted to Missouri from the Federal 
appropriation of nearly five bil­ 
lion dollars for public works and 
relief. Of this $95,000,000, M urray 
said, about $22,000,000 was assign­ 
ed to Conservation Corps camps, 
$12,000,000 to highway work, $5,~ 
000,000 for miscellaneous purposes 
and the rem ainder for the WPA 
projects. 
M urray said a project involving 
expenditure 
of 
$19,559,000 
for 
“feeder” roads, in every county of 
the State, would be approved to­ 
day and forwarded to W ashington 
tonight. The construction 
work 
wiil be done on roads not a p art 
of the present State highway sys­ 
tem proper, or the supplem entary 
system, but each will connect with 
the State system or supplem entary 
system, M urray said. 
The roads to be built will 
be 


gravel surfaced and the work will 
be broken up into a large num ber 
of small projects, M urray said. He 
estim ated this construction would 
provide 34,594 “man years” of em ­ 
ployment. 
Projects are to be

Evidently the amateur who took 
this picture held the camera quite 
low, and probably less than three 
feet from the two feet of the attrac­ 
tive young lady. Her head and shoul- 
C. rs were at the right distance from 
the camera to give good perspective 
but her feet were perhaps fV'rty-six 
inches nearer the lens. 
Perspective in a pictur. is deter­ 
mined by the point of view from 
which the lens makes the picture, so 
after all the camera did not tell a lit­ 


tle white lie, but portrayed exactly 
what it saw and just about what the 
eye would see if one looked at, the 
subject from the same point of view. 
True, this is a much exaggerated 
example of bad perspective, but in 
making portraits, or indeed, “close- 
ups” of any object, we should be 
careful to see that no part of the sub­ 
ject is very' much nearer the camera 
than the rest. 
In’making portraits w’e are some­ 
times likely to permit our subject to 
place a hand well forward on the 
arm of the chair. If working within 
three or four feet from your subject 
the hand will appear abnormally 
large. Better have the hands in the 
lap in a natural position and close 
to the body, with most of the fingers 
folded under. 
Now you should know how and 
how not to get distortion in your por­ 
traits so let your conscience be your 
guide.

pending which involve the Adjust­ 
ment Act. The contract is expect­ 
ed to be ready in final form some 
time this month. As soon as the 
contract is available, it will be ex­

Madrid 
county 
farmers, 
according 
to 
County 
Agent Leslie B. Broom. Several 
reasons why farmers should feel 
free to sign contracts were em­ 
phasized by Mr. Davis as follows: 
First, the new amendments to 
the adjustment act, as passed by 
both houses of Congress, specifi­ 
cally enact the rates of the pro­ 
cessing tax, thus meeting fully the 
question of delegation of legisla­ 
tive power, which was decisive in 
every instance in 
which 
lower 
courts held the processing tax pro­ 
visions of the original act uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Second, the provisions of 
the 
new contract permitting termina­ 
tion by the Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture at the end of any year, and 
allowing grower withdrawal at the 
end of the first two years, 
give 
ample machinery for ending the 
program in the event of an adverse 
decision by the Supreme Court. 
Third, signers will be fully pro­ 
tected as to compensation for ac­ 
tual performance of compliance 
with the contract, up to the time 
of termination.
